appraisal, It is impossible to vote additional money

How much the re-appraisal will 
cost was not known at Monday 
night’s meeting. Last spring, in a 
special town meeting, there were 
articles asking for a re-appraisal, 
and statements made at that time 
were to the effect that it would cost 
$40,000, or $10,000, 

The Selectmen had been bom- 
barded, over the weekend, by resi- 
dents of South Wilmington and the 
Burlington Ave, area, all of whom 
have had their valuations sharply 


increased this year, as had been 
predicted in the Town Crier on 
Sept. 2nd, 

Even as the Selectmen were 
meeting, disgruntled tax payers 
were lining up in front of the As- 
sessor’s office, to protest their 
1965 tax bills, and the increases, 
In some instances the bills were 
increased as high as 300% and 400%

RUSSIAN ROULBTTE 


Wilmington’s Selectmen, Monday night, had to 
face up to the obvious fact that there was trouble 
in the Assessing Department of the town, 

Readers of this paper will recall that a year 
ago the industrial and business lands of Wilmington 
were singled out for extra special assessment 
increases, 

Many of the businessmen went to court, but 
the result was inconclusive. However the court 
did say in effect that it would listento more evidence 
of the same sort - if the situation did occur again, 

Now, it would seem, it has, 

Assessments of land in South Wilmington have 
been increased sharply this year, and in some 
cases disastrously. One, for instance, is for 
1,000%,. Another instance involves a widow lady, 
who has had the bill on her property jumped $400, 
a tax increase that she cannot afford, 

The Town Crier, last year and this year, 
predicted that it would happen, 

In the case of the businessmen there was an 
alertness, that led to the courtcase, The business- 
men who were involved went to court before the 
tax bills had been mailed, seeking relief. 

In the case of the citizens of Main Street, 
Chestnut Street and Burlington Avenue, it cannot 
be said that they noticed the item in this column, 
which was printed on September 2nd, 

They waited until the tax bills were mailed, 
and that was too late to act. It is now too late to 
take the case to the courts, although basically 
this is just another instance of what happened last 
year, 

The people who have been ‘hit’ this year can 
now only apply to the Board of Assessors for an 
abatement, 

If the assessors deny the abatement, the ag- 
grieved taxpayers can carry their case to the 
Appellate Tax Board, This is an expensive remedy, 

The cost of such action will include filing fees, 
attorney’s fees, and presumably the services of 


an expert appraiser, In some instances it is possi- _ 


ble that tax payers may be able topool their efforts, 
but it will not be easy, 

Last year Wilmington maintained its tax rate 
at the expense of the businessmen in the community, 

This year there was a cut of $1 in the tax rate, 
It has been at the expense of the people in the south 
part of town, 

Logically, next year, another portion of the 
town will be ‘hit’, and then perhaps in a few years 
the town will have been entirely re-appraised, 

But this is unfair, 

To let some of the businessmen carry more 
than their share of the burden for several years, 
and then to let residents of the south part of town 
carry more than their share, and then another 
portion, etc., is not dividing the tax burden equita~ 
bly, 

The net effect is similar to knocking down 
dominoes, and, as Selectman Bender asked; Who 
is next? 

The problem is complicated by the fact that 
the two officials most responsible for the program 


as it is being carried out are nolonger in this state, - 


The new TM, Dick Henneberger, has inherited 
an unenviable position. The situation is not of his 
making, but he and the Selectmen must find an 


answer which will stop the game of Russian Roulette.

As the evening of Town Meeting 
approaches, I have felt an increas- 
ing concern that there has not been 
a more critical discussion of yo- 
cational education at the high 
school level because such a dis- 
cussion is needed before one can 
reach a decision in regard to the 
establishment of a separate voca~ 
tional high school. 

There are many educational, 
social and economic reasons for 
not providing a separate high 
school for vocational . 

Among them are (1)the unneces- 
sarily premature commitment toa 
course of study which may narrow 
rather than broaden the educational 
base needed by young people today 
to make adult decisions about their 
lives, (2) The loss of relationship 
between the future professional 
man, craftsman, manager, leader, 
salesman and engineer, (3) The 
expensive duplication of facilities 
which can and should be shared 
in a comprehensive high school, 
(4) The mistaken notion that vo- 
cational training is the answer 
to the drop-out problem. 

These are only a few of my 
thoughts on a separate vocational 
high school, I hope they start 
other people thinking,
